‘The pitiful subterfuge resorted to in propa- 
gating these letters, will redound as litle 
to his credit, in the eyes of the peeple, as 
the frauds and mismanagement, wiih which 
he is charged.

Meantime, we will just name a few in- 
stances which have fallen under the notice 
of the Committee, and some that have sot, 
in which Brown had no hand. 


Did Brown borrow the money, and for 
what was it borrowed? We euspect partof it 
went to psy those extra’s—then the extra’s 
must be known to Judge Barry. Did Brown 
turn out those 13040 Post Masters, and put 
Van Buren Post Masters, some of the great- 
est thieves in the world, in their places? 
Did Brown turn out Mr. Eichbaun, Post 
Mas‘er of Pittsburg, and put in Mr. Lynch, 
the very active manager of the 4th of Ju- 
ly, 1833, and toasted Mr. Barry every two 
or three minutes? (this Lynch, we are toid, 
spends most of his time electioneering ) 
Did Brown remove Henry Safford, Post 
Master at Putnan and put John Herron in 
his place? and mark what Herron did— 
made use of the Post Office funds to the a- 
mount of $558 6-4, and never repaid a dol- 
lac of it, and the Post Master because he 
could not get another Van Buren man, as 
we suspec!, fo serve, unless he put in a grac- 
ter thief, discontinued the Post Office; was 
there ever such abuse of power!!! Did Mr 
Brown remove Wm. Wymagifrom the Post 
Office, at Lowell, Mass,iiind put Philip 
CASE in his place? Case was at that time 
receiving $300 from government for print-
